The Coinage of Japan 
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By Deborah D. Bartlett 


Over the past few years, Japanese coinage has jumped in 
popularity. Antagonism following World War Il has gradually given 
way to appreciation of Japanese coins’ beauty and unique design 
features. Also contributing to their increasing popularity is the fact 
that Japanese coins have been historically undervalued. Three years 
ago, for example, Gem BU one yens were trading for about $65. Cur- 
rently, these same coins are valued at $300. 


Japanese coinage didn't actually get its start until the early 8th 
century, when the discovery of copper finally supplied metal for 
coinage. The first coins, called Wado Kaiho, or, literally, “Japanese 
Copper Beginning Treasure,” commemorated the copper discovery. 
Copied from Chinese coins, Wado Kaiho were round with square 
holes in the center. Over the next 250 years, this shape was repeated 
in 12 different coins, called Dynastic Sens. Gradually, though, the 
quality and purchasing power of Japanese coinage diminished. With 
counterfeiting rife and all confidence lost, minting of coins was even- 
tually prohibited. 


The coinage ban remained in effect for the next 600 years. 
Rather than issue new coins, the Japanese resurrected old issues, 
resorted to barter, and adopted the coins of China and Korea. 


It wasn’t until the 1600's that a ruling Shogun finally reintro- 
duced a form of Japanese coinage. From then on, Japanese coins 
were dated by Regnal dates. The first year of a Regnal era begins on 
the day a new emperor ascends the throne, and continues until 
December 31st of that year. Subsequent years begin each January 
lst. The three most recent eras are the Meiji (1868 to 1912), Taisho 
(1912 to 1926), and Showa (1926 to present). 


More significant than the reissue of silver coinage, though, was 
the introduction of gold coinage. Gold had previously been traded as 
bullion in thin gold plates. Now these plates were developed into 
coinage by marking flat, oval gold pieces with a flower crest at the top 
and bottom and an inscription in India ink noting their value. These 
gold obans, first issued in 1586, are currently the most popular of the 
early Japanese coins. Counterfeits are common, however, and col- 
lectors should be wary.

Until 1860, the Japanese monetary system suffered from a lack 
of standardization and currency debasements. With a population of 
over 30 million and trade with the West escalating, something had to 
be done. The new Meiji government was the first to tackle the prob- 
lem, and, by 1869, coin shape was finally standardized and a decimal 
system instituted. The currency act of Meiji 4 (fourth year of the Meiji 
Empire), established the yen as the base of the new monetary system, 
with one yen equalling 1500 milligrams of gold. One yen, the 
equivalent of one U.S. dollar, was comprised of 100 sen. The sen, in 
turn, equalled 10 rin. Most of the coins of this period are dated Meiji 
3, although the coinage act didn’t become law until Meiji 4. The new 
coinage consisted of the yen and pieces of 50, 20, 10 and 5 sen in 
silver. Obverses featured a dragon and circular inscription of coun- 
try, era, and value. Reverses were a chrysantemum in an open wreath. 


Between 1885 and 1897, Japan shifted to a silver standard. 
Many of the silver one yen pieces from this period are marked with 
chop marks. When coins were used in trade throughout Asia, 
businessmen would verify the fineness of the coin by “chopping’ it 
with their mark to test the coin’s silver content. Content was deter- 
mined by the depth the punch sank into the coin. Since chop marks 
defaced coins, these tend to be worth very little, but are collected for 
their historical significance.

When violent fluctuations in the price of silver wreaked havoc 
with the Japanese economy, Japan returned — in 1897 — toa gold 
standard, but with the new gold coins worth about half the weight of 
the former issue. As a result of this new gold standard, one yen silver 
coins were melted down or used abroad as trade dollars. To be used 
in trade, the coins were stamped with gin marks indicating they were 
to be used only for their silver content and not as legal tender. Like 
coins bearing chop marks, gin stamped coins were once considered 
damaged. Now, however, they are sought after as curiosities. Gin 
stamps may appear on any one yen piece or Trade Dollar from 1870 
to 1897, (Meiji 3 to Meiji 30). 
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During World War |, Japan placed an embargo on all gold ex- 
port. Economic problems led to a brief lifting of the embargo, but in 
1931 a great outflow of gold forced a re-instatement of the embargo 
and a final end to the gold standard in Japan. 


By the mid-1930’s, chaotic world affairs and impending war were 
contributing to frequent changes in the size and metal content of 
Japanese coinage. In 1938, Japan's last silver coin — a 50 sen — was 
replaced by a paper note. Coinage was gradually debased from silver 
to nickel to bronze to aluminum and, finally, to tin. By the end of 
World War Il, porcelain coins were actually struck by officially 
designated pottery companies. These coins, produced in white, red, 
and brown porcelain, were never issued and are very rare today. 


By the end of the war, Japan was gripped by inflation. Various 
emergency measures were attempted and abandoned until, in 1949, 
a new exchange rate set the yen at 360 to one U.S. dollar, and infla- 
tion was, at last, controlled. 


In 1953, circulation of money in denominations of less than one 
yen was prohibited, and the current system of 5, 10, 50 and 100 yen 
coins was established. The two largest denominations are struck in 
copper nickel, the ten yen in copper, five yen in brass, and the one 
yen in aluminum. The last circulated silver coins were replaced by 
copper nickel in 1967. With the 1964 Summer Olympic Games in 
Tokyo, the Japanese also issued a commemorative 1000 yen coin, 
which was later followed by a 100 yen commemorating the 1972 
Winter Olympics in Sapporo. Both commemorative series are still 
used as legal tender within Japan. 


As interest in Japanese coinage increases in this country, it's 
also gaining renewed appreciation within Japan itself. Collec- 
tor/investor interest has traditionally been very strong in Japan. The 
Japanese market faltered, however, when — in the late 60's — 
Japanese dealers ran out of top-quality older coinage. Activity has 
recently increased as the Japanese have repurchased their own top- 
quality coins, and collector interest is again running high.

Bourse activity here and overseas continues to grow. At the 
Brussels coin show in May, for example, an eager crowd of several 
thousand collectors and dealers competed for the limited number of 
Choice World Coins available. Sales were brisk, with World Gold 
Coins and Choice Ancient Coins in particular demand. Mint State 
and Proof condition crowns, and minor coins of Germany, 
Switzerland, and Great Britain, however, were noticeably absent. 


It's interesting to note that, at the last three coin shows, many of 
the dealers’ stocks of Mint State and Proof condition coins had been 
replaced by coins in Extremely Fine condition, or lesser grades. 
When | questioned one of the leading German dealers about this 
change, he replied that, despite continuing price increases of World 
Coins, few Choice coins have entered the market. Instead, rising 
prices have convinced collectors already holding these coins that 
they are both rare and underpriced on the present market. Further, 
collectors who have noticed U.S. dealers buying at local European 
shows, have realized that the small supply of these coins was destined 
for export unless they started buying them up themselves. 


It has become evident at recent auctions and coin shows, both 
here and overseas, that foreign collectors have not only decided to 
hold onto the Choice coins they already possess, but to actively pur- 
sue Choice World Coins in markets around the world. 


However, in spite of intense foreign competition, New England 
has expanded its world coin inventory to more than twice its level of a 
year ago. Activity also continues to increase in both the auction and 
retail markets.

Glossary of Japanese Numismatic Terms 


Japanese numismatic terms used in the pages of New England World 
Selections are defined below. For an overview of Japanese coinage, see 
this month's feature article. 


Chop Marks. These marks were left by Japanese businessmen 
“chopping” coins with their mark to verify silver content. Content was 
determined by the depth the punch sank into the coin. 


Dynastic Sens. Round with square holes in the center, these coins 
were issued for the first 250 years of Japanese coinage. 


Gin Marks. These stamps indicated that specific coins were to be 
used only for their silver content and not as legal tender. 


Oban. Gold coins consisting of flat, oval plates with flower crests at 
the top and bottom and India ink inscriptions noting their value. 


Regnal Dates. The system of dating coins according to each 
emperor's reign. Each Regnal era begins the day a new emperor 
ascends the throne and continues until December 31st of that year. 
Subsequent years within an era begin each January Ist. 


Rin. Ten rin equal one sen. 

Sen. There are 100 sen in a yen. 

Wado Kaiho. Japan's first coinage issued in the early 8th century, 
Wado Kaiho commemorated the copper discovery that finally made 


coinage possible. 


Yen. The base of the Japanese monetary system, 360 yen current- 
ly equal one U.S. dollar.
